One of the most re- 
markgble features of the election is the 
turning over of Boston to Republicanism. 
For years it has given a Democratic majority 
in both State and city elections. Today it 
gives Gov. Long a plurality of 2,188. Another 
good feature of the city contest is the rebuke 
of the politicians in the reélection of Joseph 
A. Willard as Clerk of the Superior Civil 
Court by a plurality of 5,500. Mr. Willard 
has long held the office, which is strictly non- 
partisan, and was supported by lawyers 
and prominent men of all parties. 
lis opponent was an aspiring young 
Democrat nathed Jenkins, who secured 
the party nomination on the ground that the 
office should be alternated, and a Republican 
having held it for so long a time the Demo- 
crats had a right to it now. The Democrats 
have lostin some of their strong places in 
the State. In Cambridge Long has a ma- 
jority of 1,480, against 980 last year. In Lynn 
the Democratic loss is over 1,600, against a 
Republican lol of 600. The Republicans se- 
cure seven of the eight Boston Senators, in- 
gtead of five, and they elect twenty-six Rep- 
resentatives against twenty-one by the Dem- 
ocrats.

BEER. 
THE MATERIALS USED IN ITS MANUFACTURE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

Wasuincton, D. C., Nov. 8—The Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue has received 
reports in regard. to the material used in the 
manufacture of beer in the First Collection 
District of New York City. Eighteen 
breweries were examined so far as to com- 
pare their material book with the monthly 
reports, this being the only check which the 
Government has upon the adulteration of 
beer. Only five of the eighteen claimed by 
their books or returns to confine themselves 
to malt and hops as ingredients were so re- 
ported, and the records of three of these 
were so irregularly kept as to excite strong 
suspicion. In the order of examination 

THE RESULTS 
were as follows: Brewery No. 1, books 
showed the use of malt, hops, and sugar; 
monthly returns showed only malt and hops. 
No. 2 used glucose until May, 1880. No. 3, 
books showed use of malt, hops, and glucose: 
the monthly returns only malt and hops. 
No. 3, books and reports were all right, 
showing only malt and hops. Two empty 
giucose barrels standing in sight discredited 
both books and reports. No. 4, books re- 
vealed the use of malt, hops, corn- 
meal, glucose, and grape-sugar; month- 
ly reports showed nothing but hops. 
No. 5, books showed malt, hops. 
and glucose; monthly reports omitted 
the latter. No. 6 used malt, hops, corn- 
meal, and glucose; reports showed only first 
two articles. No. 7 used malt, hops, and 
cereline. No. 8 used malt, hops, glucose 
and sugar; monthly returns mentioned all 
except the last. No. 9, books contained 
malt, hops, and malt extract; returns only 
mentioned malt and hops. No. 10 used malt, 
hops, rice, and glucose, according to the 
looks, though monthly returns showed use 
of malt and hops only. 
THREE OTHERS 
used malt, ho and either glucose, sugar, 
or corn-meal. o inspection showed the 
great need of a closer watch on breweries 
than the law now contemplates or provides. 
The inspection makes it very evident that the 
adulterstions of beer are numerous, 
and of such a character as should be pre- 
vented by giving officers of internal revenue 
the power to institute a closer watch, and to 
compel compliance with that section of law 
which makes it obligatory upon brewers to 
keep a record of all material entering into 
the manufacture of beer. 
STEALINGS. 
PROMISES OF THE FUTURE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 8—A member 
of the Senate Committee on Appropriations, 
which was directed to investigate the ex- 
penditures of contingent funds by the dif- 
ferent Government departments, says the 
committee has laid out the preliminary work, 
and will not do anything more until Con- 
gress meets. The Clerk ot the Committee 
on Appropriations was instructed to go over 
all the appropriation bills for ten years past, 
and pick out the amounts appropriated to 
the contingent funds of each and every de- 
partment. The committee has addressed a 
circular to the head of each Government 
bureau, calling upon him for a statement of 
contingent expenses in his bureau for the past 
ten years. Whén Congress meets the com- 
mittee will take up the statements and see 
how the expenditures compare with the ap- 
propriations. ‘This member said that, as the 
Senate never has much work until after 
Christinas, as all appropriation bills must 
originate in the House, this time of the com- 
ing session will be devoted to this investiga- 
tiop. The members talking this morning said 
the committee propose to make the investi- 
gation thorough and sweeping, no matter 
whom it may strike. He said the committee 
would insist upon having the testimony 
taken by the Treasury Committee, and that 
ex-Custodian-of-the-Treasury Pitney will be 
called as one of the first witnesses: that As- 
sistant-Secretary Upton, Chief-Clerk Power, 
and all the Treasury officials who are sup- 
posed to have any knowledge of the expendi- 
ture of the contingent fund, will be called. 
and that the country will be satished with the 
thoroughness of the investigation.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 8.—All the per- 
sonal effects of President Garfield, stored in 
the east room of the White House, were to- 
day removed to the Baltimore & Potomac 
depot for transportation to Mrs. Garfield, at 
Cleveland, O. They included all the books, 
pigtures, household decorations, etc.,brought 
to the White House by Gen. Gartield, and 
purchased by him while there, Mrs. Garfield's 
dresses, etc. There were about thirty boxes.

fense, and Joseph S. Buckles, of this city, 
conducted the prosecution. The defense 
moved to quash the Andictment. Eloquent 
speeches were made by Gen. Harrison, Bell, 
and Gregory for the defendant, in which 
many defects were shown in the in- 
dictment, which was 1 by 
information upon the afhdavit of Joe Dav 
who claimed to have bribed Councilman Hil 
fur Stephenson. The information stated 
Davis promised him $100 if he would vote 
for Stephenson, and after the election d 
him the money. To constitute bribery the 
Indiana statutes state that an offer of some 
valuable thing must be made. Heller, 
of Indianapolis, who occupied the bench in 
the case, sustained the motion on the ground 
that the affidavit in the information did not 
charge that an offer was made, buta promise, 
aud therefore no orime was committed. The 
case could not have been sustained for nu- 
merous reasons, it having no real founda- 
tion, being brought by parties for persecu- 
tion. It was stated to your correspondent 
tonight that Stephenson would file proceed- 
ings against prominent citizens upon the 
charge of suborning perjury.

It was this outlook which 
prompted District-Attorney Corkhill to make 
a statement in open court, in which he dis- 
claimed all responsibility for the error which 
had been made and placed it squarely upon 
Attorney-General MacVeagh and Col. Cook, 
the special counsel retained to assist the At- 
torney-General. 


The grand jury, it seems, was adjourned 
twice—once in July and once in September. 
Had the star-route cases been presented for 
consideration prior to either of these ad- 
journments they could have included all the 
evidence now barred by the statute of limi- 
tations, which is understood to be by all odds 
the strongest upon which the Government 
relies. These adjournments of the grand 
jury were made mainly tor the purpose of 
awaiting the resalt of Guiteau’s shot and to 
determine whether the assasin should be in- 
dicted for assault with intent to kill or for 
murder. District-Attorney Corkhlll says, 
however, that before adjourning the grand 
jury he went to Attorney-General Mac- 
Veagh and asked the latter if he had any 
business for the grand jury, notifying him at 
the same time of the proposed adjournment 
till October. Corkhill intimates that he was 
dismissed by the Attorney-General with a 
hint to mind his own business. It was this 
last adjournment that barred the usual pro- 
ceeding by indictment as to the very cases 
which were most likely to lead to com- 


4 plete exposure of the frauds and the 


punishment’ of those who were guilty 
participants in the benefits of these frauds. 
It is said, further, that at any time during 
the recess of the grand jury that body could 
have been summoned by the Government 
law-officers for the consideration of the star- 
route cases or any other criminal proceeding. 
If, then, the proceeding by information be 
thrown out of court and the star-route prose- 
cution fail because it is no longer possible to 
bring in the most flagrant cases of “ expedi- 
tion,” the collapse will be due to either 
ignorance or negligence. 

This statement of the matter certainly 
places Attorney-General MacVeagh in an 
exceedingly embarrassing and unpleasant 
dilema. He had personally taken charge of 
the star-route cases, and he was notified of 
the intention to adjourn the grand jury to a 
date which would exclude a portion of the 
eases under the statute. If the limitation 
and effect thereof did not occur to the 
Attorney-General, then it would follow that 
he was not familiar with the statute or had 
not given the cases proper study. If he knew 
of the effect of the statute of limitations, and 
decided to risk the procedure by information, 
the failure of the latter will indicate that Mr. 
Mac Veagh is not a. good lawyer and ought 
not to have accepted the position of Attorney- 
General. There is only one theory which 
can excuse the Attorney-General in case the 
prosecution shall fail in its preliminary steps, 
and that is his conviction that the grand jury 
had been tampered with and that an indict- 
ment could not be obtained. But, even in 
that c Attorney-General Mac Veagh might 
better have taken his chances before the 
grand jury, and made such a fight as to over- 
come the star-route influences, rather than 
resort to a procedure which was predestined 
to fail. : 

It is hardly fair to include any of the out- 
side counsel in the responsibility for the im- 
pending failure of the star-route prosecu- 
tions. This is a matter which must rest be- 
tween MacVeagh and Corkhill. The Dis- 
trict-Attorney cannot be held blameless 
simply because he notified the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the intention to adjourn the grand 
jury unless he also brought to the Attorney- 
General’s attention the fact that such ad- 
journment would carry the cases beyond the 
term covered by the statute of limitations. 
The District-Attorney is essentially the Gov- 
ernment prosecutor, and he was derelict in 
his duty if he failed to give the Attorney- 
General the benefit of his knowledge and ex- 
perience. On the other hand, Corkhill’s 
neglect will not excuse the ignorance or the 
bad judgment of the Attorney-General, Who, 
according to ail accounts, took a very lofty 
position at all times, and seemed disposed to 
regard every suggestion as an unwarranted 
interference. It certainly looks now as if 
the prosecution has been hopelesly botched ; 
and if that shall prove to be the case Attor- 
ney-General MacVeagh will be ‘chiefly re- 
sponsible for so lame and impotent a con- 


clusion.

Denver appears to be full of operatic 
troubles. Our readers will remember that 
we had occasion some time ago to notice the 
opening of its new opera-house and the re- 
markable performances of opera given@here- 
in, and the remarkable criticisms of the re- 
markable performances made by the Denver 
Tribune, it being that paper’s first shy at 
operatic criticism. As might naturally have 
been expected, a new critic, with the full 
blaze and gorgeousness of an opera in front 
ot him for the first time. felt the responsi- 
billty of the occasion and waded in recklesly. 
He criticised everything—the opera, the com- 
pany, which was Miss Emma Abbott's, the 
ladies’ dresses, the gentlemen’s dresses, the 
ladies’ behavior, and the gentlemen’s be- 
havior, and before the troupe had given 
three performances he had the whole town 
by the ears, the troupe in a wrangle, the 
ladies provoked, and the gentlemen wrathy, 
none more so than good Deacon Evans, who 
used to live here and has been in Colorado 
for some years. The Deacon seems to have 
been the special target for the Den- 
ver Tribwne’s criticism, and it was not 
of a character that can de called 
highly eulogistic, far the critic boldly af- 
firmed that upon the presentation of “Fra 
Diayolo,” the exigencies of which opera re- 
quire Miss Abbott to partially disrobe her- 
self and retire to her couch, what time 
Peakes and Conley steal in to kill her

Have 
not hundreds of serene and elderly gentle- 
men, armed with powerful lorgnets, occu- 
pied favorable seats, gracefully conceded to 
them by younger opera-goers in virtue of 
their short sight and defective hearing, 
and who has thought it wrong? Have they 
not even invaded the front row arid never 
felt a twinge of conscience, or impressed the 
audience with even a suspicion that their 
presence was incongruous. or suspect- 
ed themselves for an instant that 
any one had the right to criticise them, 
as serenely unconscious of impropriety 
they listened to the fascinating melodies and 
beat responsive time with enthusiastic heels ? 
But opera is young in Denver, and who shall 
say the time may not come when deacons 
can go there as here? But as that time has 
not yet come, and as good Deacon Evans did 
not go, he ought to have a swinging verdict, 
that the Tribune may be taught discretion. 
This is not all. Deacon Evans, it appears, is 
not the only sufferer. Now Miss Emma 
Abbott herself feels aggrieved at the man- 
ner in which she has been used in the indict- 
ment.

To make the thing complete and 
logical the grand jury “ aforesaid’’ ought to 
turn round and sue Miss Abbott for perform- 
ing the opera aforesaid. Whatever may be 
the outcome of this tempest in a teapot, it is 
evident that Denver is all torn up, and alf on 
account of Fra Diavolo,“ and that he will 
be a bold manager who announces that opera 
for performance again in that city until 
the metropolitan ideas of propriety have 
reached itt 


REINFORCEMENT FOR THE ARMY. 

Gen. Sherman in his annual report makes 
several recommendations with respect to the 
army which will meet universal approval. 
His first and principal recommendation is for 
the increase of the enlisted men of the army 
by the addition of 20 per cent more privates. 
The present law limits the number of enlist- 
ed men to 25,000. The present actual force 
in the army is thus divided: 


Total enlisted force 

The army is divided into 430 companies, 
and these are necessarily scattered in all 
parts of the country, performing all manner 
of duties and broken up into small bodies 
guarding and otherwise engaged in the In- 
dian service. These divisions are so smal! that 
when there is an Indian alarm the men have 
to be transported, with their horses, wagons, 
and supplies, at great cost from post to post 
to strengthen each, no adequate force being 
stationed at any one place. The little army 
is therefore forever kept in motion. The 
present legal force is fifty enlisted men to 
each company, but the companies are never 
full; 3,781 are employed as non-combatants 
and as officers, imposing an extraordinary 
duty on those in actual military service. 

The General strongly urges that the law be 
changed so that each of the 480 companies 
shall have sixty-two enlisted men and three 
officers, thereby increasing the number of en- 
listed men in the army proper to 26,660, but 
which number practically will never exceed 
25,000. This the General says should form 
the combatant force. He thinks necessity 
demands also a non-combatant force of en- 
listed men, to be enlisted and assigned for 
the following purposes:

The addition of these to the 26,660 will 
make a total of enlisted men of every force 
of only 30,449. The present force is 19,915 
combatants and 3,781 non-combatants. . The 
recommendation is really to make the non- 
combatant force additional, instead of as now 
taking it from the effective force of the army. 
This recommendation is in the interest of 
economy, and not in the way of extrava- 
gance, The cost of the army is not in the 
cost of the enlisted force, but in that of the 
officers. The army is officered to death, and 
Congress refuses to make any reduction 
which involves a reduction of the officers. A 
bill to add fifty additional Paymasters, or 
twenty Chaplains, or to increase the staff 
will and an irresistible force in Congress, 
but one to increase the number of men who 
are to do the fighting and whose appoint- 
ment will not increase political patronage 
cannot obtain a hearing, however strongly it 
may be urged by every consideration for the 
good of the service. Omitting the general 
officers, the number of others will show how 
largely the officers exceed in proportion the 
number of enlisted men. The following is 
a statement of the men in commission: 
Colonels, 49; Lieutenant-Colonels, 57; Ma- 
jors, 104; Captains, 480; extra Lieutenants, 
80; First-Lieutenants, &2; Second-Lieuten- 
ants, 449; Chaplains, 34; to these are to be 
added for the medical service 50 Majors, 84 
Captains, 41 Pirst-Lieutenants; 1 General, 2 
Colonels, 2 Lieutenant-Coloneis, and 30 Ma- 
jors for the pay department. The whole 
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Majors, 40; Captains, 127; 
Lieutenants, 74; Second-Lieutenants, 14; 
and Chaplains, 9; total, 382 retired officers. 
The pay of the 2,500 officers of the army is 
nearly if not fully equal to that of the en- 
listed men. 

The proposition of Gen. Sherman is to fill 
up the army with combatants, and set apart 
the present non-combatant force as an addi- 
tional though highly necessary auxiliary to 
the army. It involves no expense, save the 
pay of about 4,000 enlisted men, while it 
makes the present army available for many 
purposes for which it is now not efficient. 

He also recommends that the employment 
of soldiers as servants for officers be discon- 
tinued. The men who are enlisted do not 
desire to be, as a multitude of the officers 
are, mere parade soldiers hanging around 
headquarters, nor do they want to escape 
sol@iers’ duty by becoming servants to offi- 
cers. The recommendation that the men en- 
listed as combatants should be combatants, 
and not be servants or civilians, ought to be 
adopted. 

HOW THE PENSION ARREARS BILL 18 
WORKING. 

An Associated Press report says that Col. 

Dudley, Commissioner ef Pensions, has sub- 


mitted to the Secretary of the Interior a 


recommendation that Congress be asked to 
appropriate $100,000,000 for disbursement by 
his office during the next fiscal year (ending 
June 30, 1883) in payment of annual and ac- 
crued pensions, and also that an immediate 
deficiency appropriation of $20,000,000 be 
requested for the purpose of paying 
all arrears of ‘pensions to claimants 
whose cases have been or may be fa- 
vorably adjudicated during the current fis- 
cal year. The Commissioner estimates that 
40,000 pension claims will be allowed this 
year, and that with a further increase in the 
clerical force of the bureau as many as 60,- 
000 may be disposed of next year. Fully two- 
thirds of the pending claims carry arrears of 
pensions amounting to nearly $1,500 for each 
claimant, and the Commissioner believes that 
the interests of the country will be promoted 
by paying off the arrears as rapidly as possi- 
ble, even at the cost of bringing up the total 
pension disbursements to $70,000,000 this 
year and $100,000,000 the next. 

This“ Arrears of Pension bill is going to 
bleed the taxpayers until they stagger be- 
fore they are through with it. It is the great- 
estfraud that demagog Congressmen ever 
perpetrated upon constituents. 

When the bill was passed for the payment 
of the alleged “‘arrears of pensions,“ cover- 
ing the entire period that has elapsed since 
the War, and paying new applicants for a 
dozen or more years to which they them- 
selves had believed they had no just claim, 
the law provided only for ex-parte testimony 
to establish a claim. This law was not 
changed. Of course, the bonus of $1,200 to 
$2,000 attracted thousands of men who would 
never have dreamed of applying for pensions 
to take effect only after the application, and 

ong them large numbers who were not 
entitled by law or in equity to Government 
support. But the Government was forced to 
accept the ex-parte affidavits and admit the 
claims which were thus presented, There 
was no authority to cross-examine appli- 
cants or investigate the evidence they offered. 
Every man who was rascal enough to stick 
his hand in the Treasury was permitted 
to grab $1,000 to $2,000 then and there, 
and thereafter to make a periodical 
raid for $100 more. Congress has been asked 
repeatedly to remedy this gross and glaring 
defect in the law, but has refused because 
the demagogs feared such action might be 
regarded as inimical to the interests of the 
soldiers. As a matter of fact, the soldiers 
are as much interested as anybody else in 
having these frauds stopped. Nearly all of 
them are taxpayers and compelled to stand 
their share of the burden imposed by this 
system ot robbery; and it is not a pleasant 
reflection for the soldier who is honestly 
entitled to his pension to think that every 
claimant with suflicient cheek can procure 
the same as himself by misrepresentation and 
fraud. Mr. Carl Schurz, when Secretary of 
the Interior, estimated the ultimate cost of 
that act at not less than $500,000,000, for 
which he was roundly denounced by the 
pension agents. It is more likely to equal 
the total amount of the National debt, unless 
Congress shall put on the brakes. A com- 
plete reform of the pension system can only 
be achieved by such laws as shall protect the 
Government from every deception and shall 
remove the premium on fraud. 


Tur Government is doing something for 
the relief of a tight money-market in New 
York by redeeming outstanding 344 per cents 
at par and interest to the amount of $2,000,- 
000 every week. This may be regarded asa 
proper procedure, since it simply restores 
the amount taken from the channels of busi- 
néss in the shape of surplus revenue; and it 
is better that such restoration should go on 
currently, and as nearly as possible like other 
Government revenue not excessive find its 
way back to the open market, rather than 
store it up in the Treasury for several months 
and pay it out in a lump. It is worthy of 
note, however, that this legitimate return of 
surplus revenue js effected without loss to 
the Government in the way of premiums on 
bonds by reason of the refunding accom- 
plished by ex-Secretary Windom, upon terms 
which made the extended bonds subject to 
call at any time. This circumstance illus- 
trates the peculiar advantage of the arrange- 
ment which Mr. Windom was able to make. 
Evidences are increasing, however, that Wall 
street is not satisfied with the prompt return 
of the surplus revenues, but contemplates a 
movement ‘on the coin reserve held by the 
Government to secure the maintenance of 
specie payments. It would be curious if the 
Wall street goldites and the Greenback fiatists 
were to meet on common ground in demand- 
ing the depletion of the resumption fund, and 
very serious if a New York Secretary of the 
Treasury should become the agent in such a 
transaction. 2

probably be 51.500, 000. The stealings of the 
ring were not quite so large as this, for there 
was unnecessary service rendered that bas since 
been very much curtailed.

Tux constant use of the word“ confise 
tion in its most odious sense in connection 
with the Irish question recalis the fact that its 
meaning has been much perverted of late years. 
Mr. Edward Freeman, the dist ished * his- 
torian, lately remarked in an article in the 
Princeton Review“ On Certain Abuses of Lan- 
guage” that conflscatiog was and is in its 
strict use “a colorless word, expressing à proc- 


ess which may be just or unjust.“ The act of | 


confiscation is the taking of private property 
by the State. To confiscate is to take sonfething 
from this or that man and put it in the Ascusor 
treasury of (pe public. Taxation with or with- 
out representation is, strictly speaking, a form 
of confiscation; but latterly it has been held 
that taxation with representation was a volun- 
tary act of the citizen through his representa- 
tive. There is, therefore, no idea of penalty 
attached to such a form of confiscation. On 
the other hand, confiscation may be akin to 
robbery, and wholly indefensible on moral 
grounds. The point is, though Mr. Freeman 
was not discussing the Irish question, that the 
use of the word confiscauon in éonnection with 
the Land act is meaningless. It might be an act 
of “confiscation” and still not be on that 
count incapable of defense. There is, more- 
over, a double or triple impropriety in saying 
that the Lana act is an act of confiscation. It is 
not the putting of private property into the 
public treasury, but a redistribution of the 
property of private persons among themselves. 
Finally, and above all, the Land act is not “a 
measure of confiscation,“ because it is merely a 
concession to the tenants of a right to their own 
property either in the land of which their an- 
cestors were despoiied or in the improvements 
which they have made and for which they have 
never been paid, 


By means of a special dispatch from Wash- 
ington the fact is made public that Mr. J. Rob- 
inson McCready has issued a proclamation. 
Aside from the fact that the gentleman who bas 
seen fit to indulge in a privilege usually confined 
in this country to the President and Governors 
of States, the literary effort of Mr. McCready 
would not be particularly noticeable were it not 
that he is the Deputy Grand Master of the 
American Protestant Association—an organiza- 
tion concerning which the people of this coun- 
try have heretofore been in the most 
profound ignorance. it appears, from 
the remarks of hp higbiy-titied McCready 
to this body, that™ just now this country 
is in a particularly tight place, and that this ex- 
citing and perilous condition of affairs is due to 
the fact that in case of the death or disability of 
President Arthur the Government, according to 
McCready, would be in the hands of the worst 
element of the country.” Therefore everybody 
is exhorted to “stand firm by their principles 
in the different States where elections occur”— 
although why these principies should not be 
sustained with equal steadiness of purpose in 
other localities is not stated. This may aill 
be very true, but just why the oprin- 
cipal officer. of a religious organization 
should feel it incumbent upon himseif 
to announce the fact is not clear. unless 
his action be attributed to mistaken zeal. 
Thus far in its history this country has man- 
aged to get along very comfortabiy without in 
any way dragging the subject of religion into 
politics, and the efforts of too enthusiastic Prot- 
estants on one side or too enthusiastic Catholics 
on the other to array all persons of their belief 
in opposition to those of other faiths will never 
meet with any great amount of encouragement.

GEN. PRENDERGAST. 
Special Cabie. 

MADRID, Nov. 8—The Herald special 
Says: Gen. Prendergast embarks at. Cadiz 
on thé mail steamer leaving for Havana on 
Nov. 10.

IN RUSSIA THE JEWS WON'T FARM. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Oct. 20.—The question 
as to what isto done with Jews now emi- 
grating in large numbers to America at the 
instance of the Alliance Israelite is still a 
subject of concern to the Government. It is 
stated that another attempt is to be made to 
turn chem into agriculturists and peasant 
farmers, and that they areto be settled in 
twenty-one colonies in the Province of Kher- 
son and in thirteen in the Province of Eka- 
terinoslav. It is not likely that they will 
submit long te this kind of tutelage any more 
than they did on the former occasion, as they 
prefer, as usual, to seek their livelihood in 
small commerce and usury; and take unkind- 
ly to the cultivation of the soil or any pro- 
ductive industrial pursuit. The Novoe 
Vremyu, always regarding the Jews as 
aliens in the land, thinks that, like the Ger- 
man colonists, since they have been deprived 
of the special privileges accorded them on 
their first settlement in the country, they 
will be equally unable to prosper in the dif- 
ficult conditions of Russian agriculture.

A SHOCKING HISTORY. 


The Life of Gen. James Weir, of Ohio, 
and Ite Termination at the Hands of 
His Son. 

The Cincinnati Enquirer gives an account 
of the Weir family, of Belmont County, 
Ohio, to which public attention has lately 
been drawn by a most horrible parricide. 


Gen. James Weir, the victim, began life in 
destitution and ignorance and ended it in 
squalor and neglect. In the interim, how- 
ever, he educated himself as a lawyer, at- 
tained eminence at the Bar, and served his 
State in public office. During this period he 
received the title of General. In 1827, 1829, 
and 1836 he was elected to the Ohio Legisla- 
ture asa Whig. He was married twice, but 
soon repented of the second union and en- 
deavored to obtain a divorce, himself writ- 
ing the petition to the court. It was refused, 
however, and the couple resumed the con- 
jugal relationship. Mrs. Weir died in 1876, 
having given birth to eight children, hve of 
whom died of consumption. The remaining 
three are James, George, and Ada. The ac- 
count adds sardonically: “It would have 
been better for all concerned if eonsumption 
could bave taken these two boys also, as sub- 
sequent events have proved.” 

James Weir Jr. grew up to be aman of 
fine personal appearance, but of a violent 
temperament. He became a person who 
wanted to rule or ruin. When but a youth 
he knocked a young man’s eye out in St. 
Clairsville with a hammer. This was over 
a game of cards at his father’s office. 
The injured man’s name was Joseph 
Ryal. Upon another occasion James struck 
aman named Lytle Johnson over the head, 
inflicting permanent injury. Young James 
secured employment as a letter-carrier in 
Cincinnati. While here he cut a man’s arm 
nearly off in an encounter, for which he was 
tried, but he was acquitted. He also fireda 
shot at another employé of the Cincinnati 
Post-Office for some trivial cause, but was 
never arrested, the affair being compromised. 
He returned to the paternal roof in 1877, os- 
tensibly to look after his father’s estate. For 
years previous Gen. Weir had led a secluded 
life, following no business, and living as best 
he could — money borrowed upon mort- 
gages. When the family were all at home 
no meal was ever sat down to but there was 
a quarrel. Friends quit visiting the house, 
and the home was turned intoahell upon 
earth. The elder brother had so in- 
timidated George that the latter feared to 
oppose him openly. although he objected 
heartily to the influence gained dy James 
over the old man, who by this time was be- 
coming childish from old age. Frequently 
James would strike his aged father to com- 
pel him to accede to his demands, and, al- 
though George witnessed these assaults, he 
feared to intercede in behalf of his father. 

During the summer that the yellow-fever 
raged so violently in the South, George, still 
a boy re 17 or Is years of age, left his 
home, and, in company with another wild 
youth, started onatramp. The two had but 
55 cents between them. They found their 
way to Memphis, but, although they re- 
mained there several weeks in the midst of 
the terribie fever then raging, they were not 
affected by the dreadful disease. At 
the end of. two months George Weir 
returned home from his tramp, and 
shortly afterward a violent and well 
nigh fatal encounter occurred between the 
two brothers. James brought home a mort- 
gage deed one day and tried to force the old 
man to sign it. nowing that if the General 
were to sign the instrument it would transfer 
all the property to James, George interposed 
a strong objection. At this James took him 
by the throat and, with many curses, ex- 
claimed: Lou young seoundrel, you have 
crossed my path now and I am going to kill 
you. Ill fix you so you can’t interfere with 
my plans.” But George begged for his life, 
and as soon as he could escape from the grasp 
ot his brother he so strongly feared fled from 
the house. James pursued him and fired a 
revolver. It is not known whether he aimed 
at his brother or fired in the air merely to 
frighten him. George went away, and, pro- 
curing a double-barreled shotgun, returned 
to his home, where he called upon his brother 
to come out and fight a duel. James would 
not come out, and George kept him in the 
house nearly all day, each looking for an op- 
porttinity to shoot the other, but neither be- 
ing willing to face his enemy. 

After this scene both of them went heavily 
armed and the old man slept with a revolver 
under his pillow. Such violent scenes as the 
above were of frequent occurrence in the 
Weir mansion, and poor little Ada Weir was 
forced to hear and witness them. There was 
no mother in the house to whom the child 
could fly for protection and assurance. Piece 
by piece the furniture was sold off and the 
fine library accumulated by theold man went 
the same way. Everything was mortgaged 
and every day the place became more and 
more squalid and miserable. Yet this was 
28 beginning of the real troubles of the 
amily. 

St. Clairsville became infested by a ins of 
outlaws, who were the terror of Imont 
County. Robberies were committed and 
property burned. George Weir was suspected 
of belonging to the mob who were re 
sponsible for these depredations. © A- 
though young in years George Weir 
gained the reputation of being an 
exceedingly desperate character. Man 
a crime was laid at his door, but he succeed- 
ed in evading punishment through the in- 
fluence he was able to command. At length 
the people began to fear him so much that no 
one could be found with the courage to in- 
haar his prosecution. George became very 


handy with his pistol, and his violent passion 
made him all the more to be feared. One day 
in 1879 he fired two shots at a man named 
Melntyre on the public streets of St. Clairs- 
ville for some tri cause, but no attention

James seized him by the coat and pulled him

Coroner’s inquest that Jim said to his 
father that if he did not sign the agreement 
he would kill him. This was testified 
by one Mrs. Mary J. Schick, a neigh- 
bor who had gone to the house to milk 
a cow, the housekeeper before mentioned 
hav left and no other woman having been 
found who would live with the Weirs. Mrs. 
Schick was in the house and heard James 
read the paper: also the threat to kill the old 
man and a scuifle that followed. She feared 
to remain longer, and went to the stable in 
the rear of the house. She heard blows un- 
til she got to the gate, quite a distance from 
the house. She heard the old gentleman 
groaning and heard Ada Weir pleading with 
her brother to quit. Jim murdered his 
father. Little Ada had followed the General 
and her brother to the parlor and saw a por- 
tion of the horrifying deed. Mrs. Schick 
went back to the house, and James Weir Jr. 
came out on the porch and told her what he 
had done. He told her that he had hit him 
with his fist, but did not think he had 
hurt him very bad. Lis was 
all covered with biood. He then 
went back in the room and came 
out in a few minutes and said he thought he 
had done something dreadful, or words to 
that effect. Said he didn’t know what made 
lium do it; didn’t want to hurt him, and that 
he was very sorry for what he had done. 

When Jim realized what he had done he 
became stricken with remorse, and sent for 
assistance. Neighbors and physicians came, 
and Jim had the bloody and almost lifeless 
body of his father placed on the bed vccu- 
pie by the old General and his daughter. 

le afterward had him carried up-stairs 
and laid in his (Jim’s) bed. The son 
then exerted himself several hours to 
bring his father back to life, and begged 
his neighbors to help him out of his 
trouble. The old man’s skull was crushed, 
and he never spoke after being felled to 
floor by his passionate son. The General 
died the next morning at 4 o’clock. 

After be satisfied that his father would 
die, Jim Weir rified a bureau of all the 
money it contained and deliberately walked 
out of the house and escaped. No attempt 
was made to stop him, although he was seen 
to leave by several, and it was well known 
that the old General would die. Before go- 
ing Jim took off his blood-stained shirt, and, 
hanging it up in a closet, put on a clean one.

The terrible devastation wrought in Honolulu 
two years ago by typhoid-fever is something 
that will not soon be forgotten, and now that a 
few cases have appeared much anxiety is ex- 

ressed by nervous people lest another epidemic 
ve at hand. To foreigners, the alarming pecu- 
larity of this disease is that it lays hold of them 
while natives escape with comparative impunitx. 
Herein lies its diflereuce from small- pox, which 
carried off natives exciusively. A significant 
fact is that those upon which the maiady has 
fallen are persons returned from Hilo, where 
several cases buve proved fatal. It seems that the 
lava flow is to blame for the diseaso’s introduc- 
tion.

Then I 
call on the wife. By this time, as you can 
understand, the frequency of my calls, which 
were about two weeks = had become 
annoying, and so the lady, with an air of 
putting me out of my pany? 6 told me that 
her husband wouldn’t pa e bill, and she 
wouldn’t. What could do? I told her 
that I would find a way to make him pay it 
but it was mere bluster, and she knew it, aud 
she knew thatl knew it. She was obliging 
enough, however, to say she hoped I would. 

“ What is your usual method of dunning ?” 

J send somebody else to see the man. 
You see, the most of those who get trust get 
it through introductions to me, or because 
they have been good paying customers. Sv 
begin by sending a statement of his account. 
He can find no fault with this, because it 

urports to be a matter of business form. 

hen this has failed I send a man to make a 
polite reqnest for the money. The debtor 
may set a time when he thinks be can pay, 
and the man calls again accurately at that 
time. This may be repeated many times. If 
the money is not paid it is a bad case. “After 
that if the debtor has no property the chances 
are that the debt will never be paid.” 

Do you ever use postal- cards?“ 

“T never do. It vou send one it is the be- 
ginning of a kind of war which you dare not 
follow up, because it is against the law to 
send a series of ~postal-cards with 
a design to defame a man, and 
a Series of dununing postal-cards 
are supposed to imply that design, as I un- 
derstand recent interpretations of the law. 
Some hold that when you address a man a 
series of postal-cards on which you write 
only figures exvressing the amount he owes 
you, you keep within the law, but I think 
this is doubtful. The fact is that the laws of 
thiscountry are all in favor of the debtor, 
and this works very well in general, because 
it tends towards bringing business to a cash 
basis; but it bears hard on tailors anda few 
other tradesinen. It is pretty hard when a 
inan asks you to take his measure to request 
him in return first to put down the money 
for the clothing he orders. If you don’t de- 
mand the money then, when are you going 
to demand it except when the clothes are 
senthome? Thatis the time, indeed, when 
payment is expected and when itis usually in- 
sisted upon. Yet the only alternative is to take 
the made-up clothes back at a loss. Every 
man has customers from whom he dares not 
insist. ou cash payment, and just here a nice 
question of judgment comes up. With 
strangers we can insist on a deposit, and so 
with them there is little troubie. The fact is, 
we are obliged to trust, and in the long run 
we wust expect to contract a great many bad 
debts. This, of course, adds to the price of 
clothes, and vet we cannot wholly make up 
in that way for the loss, because there are so 
many men engaging in the business with 
whom wemust compete in prices. Each man 
nope in each ‘case to escape loss, and it is 
only when he becomes old in the business 
that he gets wise, and even then he 
is likely to be victimized just when he 
is surest of his customer. Still, you may

“Terra dei Fuegians.”” He says: { vertainiy 
have never seen creatures more abject and inore 
miserable—completely nude, the y run- 
ning with tbe falling rain, the figure short, 
the visage hideous, the skin dirty and greasy, 
the hair disheveled, the voice discordant, the 
gestures violent. It is hardly possibile to believe 
them to be buman creatures, inhabitants of the 
same world with ourselves.“ lu the Jardin d' Ac- 
climation here there is a group of these crea- 
tures recently imported, and the description of 
them written by Darwin fifty years ago is as 
correct as if written yesterday. 

In aia inclosure taken from some of the 
other wild animals are assembled four men, 
four women, and two or three children of these 
barbarians, and a more curious sigut I have 
never seen, Or a more juteresting one. A crowd 
of thousands of the demi-monde and the curi- 
ous of ail classes press their noses continually 
against the wire screen which surrounds their 
inclosure. Sitting on their haunches, or lying 
at half length about a log tire, are these crea- 
tures, clad in a simple sheepskin tied by a string 
about the neck and a waist-cloth. The latter is 
put on in defefence to the prejudices of 
visiting Europeans, and not particularly for the 
Parisian, who rather fancy the nude. Their 
bair, full of vermio, is a tanzied mass, whieh 
they are coatinally scratching. It is entirely 
innocent of scissors, except.ag at the fore- 
head, where it is backed off or banged in 
the most fashionable and idivtic style, to keep 
it aut of the eyes. They in feature resembie 
the Circassian rather than the Indian—fore- 
head broad and low, nose broad at base, mouth 
large. Briefly their food at home is chiefly 
Usb. eaten alive; here it is beef or mutton, 
hacked off with a huge knife and thrown 
into the ashes.

building. The Merino wool from New York re- 
ceived many encomiums, and it is undoubtedly 
the finest exhibit of the kind ever seen in Chi- 
cago,

representatives of fat stock. This feature of 
the show is very creditable to the exhibitors 
and managers, and will attract great attention.

Origin of the Postage-Stamp. 
Staimp-Collectors’ Bureau, 

Some of the yaunger readers of the Bureau 
may be interested in a short sketch of the life of 
the man to whom they are indebted for their 
hobby. Mr., afterward Sir Rowland Hill, the 
great post-office reformer, and the inventor of 
the — 88 born at Kidderminster, 
England, — 3, 1705. After bis education was 
completed he assumed the position of teacher in 
& school conducted by bis father, near Birming- 
ham, until 1 when he joined a com- 
pany who were interest in forming a 
colony in South Austral and was ap- 
pointed secretary to thé Royal Commis- 
sioners, who managed the alfairs of the colony. 
He Was also a member of the “Society for the 
Diffusion of Useful Knowledge.” rates of 
postage at that time were very high; postage 
beyond the limits of London District Post-Office 
varied from 4d. to ls. 8d. for asingle letter, mean- 
ing a smile piece of paper of less than one 
ounce in weight. 

This exorbitant rate of postage was beyond 
the means of the masa of the people; conse- 
quently correspondence was evaded, and this 
proved very injurious to commerce and the 
industry of the country. This bigh rate of 

tage attracted Hill's attention; be argued 
hat if the price of postage was lowered so 
many more letters would pass through the 
mail that the financial condition of the treas- 
ury would not be impaired, while society 
would derive much additional benefit. He be- 
came 80 much interested iu the matter that in 
1848 he prepared a pamphiet recommending a 
low and uniform rate of postage, which he se- 
ceeded in bringing before the British Govern- 
ment; bis plans were much favored, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to investigate its merits 
and present a new codeof postal laws, which 
were adopted, making the London direct post- 
age Id., and a general inland rate of 4d. Jan. 10, 
1 the uniform penny post came into use, 
which may be considered the birthday of the 
tage-stamp, although they were not actually 
troduced until theéth of May following. The 
ex periment was successful beyond his own expec- 
tation; during the next ten years it made so 
great a difference that in 1850 there were sent 
through the mails 7,239,902 letters, against 1,500,- 
000 in 1840. Hill then accepted a place in the 
Treasury, but a change in Government dis- 
missed bim; de was rr regard as a 
public benefactor.and a subscription for his 
benefit was started in London, which amounted 
to £15,000 (or $75,000). This goes to show the ap- 
probation with which he was regarded bya 
grateful nation. In 184 he was appointed Sec- 
retary to the Postmaster-Generail. in 1860 be 
was made K. C. B. in recognition of his public 
services. We reprint the following curious and 
interesting story, though we do not know its 
origin; there is a slight probability that this in- 
cident related may have been what set Mr. Hill 
to thinking. It is as follows: 

“One day a girl came out of an inn located in 
the north of England., and received from a post- 
man a letter, which she turned over in ber hand 
aé she inquired the price of the postage.

Grease and tallow 
ure still weak, the receipts being light and the 
demand lighter. In metal and tinners’ ware a 
brisk trade is reported by the leading dealers at 
the quotahons of last week.

It will de noticed that the above quantities 
are very small Europe is apparently learumg 
how to get along with little of our high-priced 
wheat and corn, being able to procure the 
needed supplies more cheaply elsewhere. 

It is understood that asa result of Monday's 
trading in corn here one house has sent to New 
York accounts showing an aggregate profit of 
about $125,000. .That money was made in filling 
shorts that bad been put out near the top of the 
market. ‘There is reason to believe that the 
money mostly comes out of St. Louis parties, 
the orders to buy near the top having come from 
that city. Parties in the trade bave been apie 
to foot up some 7,000,000 bu of long corn on St. 
Louis account, and they did not have to nose 
around among many firms either. St. Louis 
bougnt probably more than 10,000,000 bu of corn 
in this market at over 7e. ; 

Rumor bas it that certain New York men who 
are under the corr deal are changing their brok- 
ers for the purpose of misleading the trade, 

They say that about seventy men paid the 
Board of Trade $2,500 each for membership priv- 
ileges. This would favor the proposition to dis- 
pense with the annual assessmentof the close of 
the current year. 

It is said that New York merchants have made 
another contract for the shipment of potatoes 
from Ireland to that port, the contract calling 
for 4,000 tons, or over 130,000 bu, the price being 
25c per bu loaded on board the steamer. These 
importations are likely to unsettle the New 
York market somewhat. Good marketable po- 
tatoes are now selling there at 9c per bu.

All these are lies. 

The Irishman is the saddest man on the 
surface of the globe. You may travel a week 
and never see a smile or hear a laugh. Utter 
and abject misery, starvation, and helples- 
ness are not conducive of merriment. 

The Lrishman has not only no short-tailed 
coat, but he cousiders himself fortunate if he 
has any coat at all. He has what by courtesy 
may be called trousers, but the vest is a 
myth. He has no comfortable woolen stock- 
ings, nor is he possessed of the regulation 
stage-shoes. He does not sing, 
dance, or laugh, f he has no 

lace to sing, laugh, and dance 

u. He is amoving pyramid of rags. A man 
who cuts bog all day from dayligut to dark, 
whose diet consists of afew potatoes twice 
a day, is not much in the humor for dapcing 
all night, even were there a place for him to 
dance in.

On the contrary, she is 
mighty glad to get into her wretched bed of 
dried leaves and pull over her the potato- 
sack which constitutes her sole covering, 
and, soothed to sleep by the gruntings of the 
pigs in the wretched cabin, forget landlords 
and rent, and go off into the land of happi- 
ness, which to her is America. She finds in 
sleep surcease of sorrow; and, besides, it re- 
freshes her to the degree of walking bare- 
footed. through the mud twenty-four miles 
on the morrow, to sell another load of peat 
for sixpence, that she may pay more money 
to My Lord, whose town-house in London 
and whose mistresses in Parisrequirea great 
deal of money.

He is a magnificent man. In face and fig- 
ure he is the exact picture of the lamented 
Salmon P. Chase, one of the greatest of 
Americans; and I venture the assertion that, 
had he adopted any other profession and 
come to America, where genius and intellect 
mean something, aud where great ability 
finds great rewards, he would have been 
one of the most eminent of men. A man 
of great learning, of wonderful intuitions, 
Of cool, clear judgment, of great nerve and 
unbounded heart, he would, were he to 
come to America and drop his a y robes, 
be President of a great railroad corporation, 
or a Senator, or anything else he chose to be. 
But what is he in Ireland? His appartments 
comprise a room just large enough to 
hold a very poor bed, and a study, in a bet- 
ter-class farin-house, for which he pays rent 
the same as everybody else does, His floor 
is uncarpeted, and the entire furniture of his 
rooms, leaving out his library, would not in- 
voice $10. His parish is one of the wildest 
and bleakest in Ireland. and is twenty-tive 
miles long and eighteen wide. 

Now understand that this man is the law- 
yer, the friend, the guide and director in 
temporal as well as spiritual matters, of the 
entire population of this district. If a hus- 
band and wife quarrel, itis his duty to hear 
and decide. If a tenant gets into trouble 
with his landlord, he is the go-between to ar- 
range it. In short, every trouble, great and 
small, in the parish is referred to him, and 
he must act. He is their lawyer as well as 
their priest. He is their everything. He 
supplies to them the intelligence that the 
most infernal Government ou earth has de- 
nied them. 

But this a small part of his duties. He has 
to conduct services at all the chapels in this 
stretch of r He has to watch over 
the morals of all people. But this is not 
all. No matter at what hour of night, no 
matter what the condition of the weather, 
the summons to the bedside of a dying man 
to administer the last sacraments of the 
Church must be obeyed. It may be that to 
do this requires a ride on horseback of 
twenty miles in a blinding storm, but it must 
be done. Every child must be christened, 
every deathbed must be soothed, every sor- 
row mitigated by the only comfort this 
suffering people have—the faith in their 
Church. 

What do you suppose this magnificent 
man gets forall this? The largest income 
he ever received in his life was £100, which, 
reduced to American money, amoupts to ex- 
actly $434. And out of this he has to pay his 
rent, his food, his clothing, the keeping of 
his horse; and all that remains goes in char- 
ity to the suffering sick—every cent of it.

The Speech That Sent the Great Land- 
Leaguer to Jail—Free Speech Made 
Treasonable in Great Britain. 

The following is a full report of the Wex- 
ford speech, for the delivery of which Mr.

Peopie of the County of Wexford, I am proud 
to say that yourcounty has not forgotten ber 
traditions, but that you are prepared today, as 
you always were, to returo a fitting answer to 
threats, fntimidation—aye, and if it should bo- 
come necessary, to those means which were used 
in 17% cheers] by an uuscrupulous Govern- 
ment—means which failed then, and which, 
piease God, will fail again if they are tried 
again. ({Criesof “Bravo,” and cheers.) You 
iu this County have arrived at the commence- 
ment ot the second year of the existenee of 
this great Land-League movement. You have 
guined something by your exeruons during the 
last twelve months, but | am bere today to teil 
you that you bave gained butafracuon of 
that to whieh vou are justly entitied. [Ap- 
plause.] And the Irishman who thinks that be 
can pow throw away bis arms, just as Grattan 
disbanded his volunteers ia 1782, will tind to his 
sorrow and destruction when tvo late that he 
has piaced himseif in the power of a perfidious 
and cetuel and uurelenting English enemy.

The Minnesota Bond Settlement. 
St. Paul (Minn.) Pioneer Prees, Nov. 4 

The House amendments to the Bond bill were 
promptiy concurred in yesterday by the Senate, 
and it now only awaite the official approval of 
the Governor to become a law. it may easily be 
imagined with what supreme satisfaction he will 
attach his signature to a measure which accom- 
plisbes the chief object to which all his elforts 
bave been directed for tae last sfx years, and 
the achievement of which, over difficulties which 
would bave bafiled a icss skiliful statesmansbip 
and disheurtened a less persevering eurnestuess, 
forms the crowning glory of bis Administra- 
tion. The settlement, though technical- 
ly an honorable one, because proposed and 
aecepted by the chief bondhoiders, is 
not at all what it ought tobe. It is essentially a 
compromise between legal right and popular 
prejudice. It is based upon the assumption 
that the State has equities sufficient to justify it 
in deducting 50 per cent from the face of its 
obligations. But there is no legal ground or 
warrant for this assumption except that it is 
virtually conceded by the chief bondhviders. 
But it is useless now to go into these questions. 
Under the decision of the Supreme Court last 
winter the Leyislature is final authority to de- 
cide what the State owes or will pay, and to pro- 
vide means for its payment. As the settlement 
finaily made is based on propositions received 
from the chief bondbolders and finally accepted 
by the hoiders of the great majority ot the 
bonds, it is not for us to criticise an adjustment 
which is satisfactory to the parties imme- 
diately interested, so far at least as 
it is satisfactory. If it is not satisfac- 
tory to any of the bondhoiders§ there 
is no law compelling them to accept it. It is 
pretty certain thatin addition to the owners of 
the 1,838 bonds deposited with the State Auditor, 
and who have agreed to accept the adjustment, 
nearly all the remainder will do so except some 
of those from whose bonds are deducted the 
claims of certain coutractors and others against 
the railroad companies to which such bonds 
were originally issued. There 16 no sort of 
justice in making the holders of these bonds pay 
claims against the raiirvuad companies or con- 
tractors, And it some of the holders of the 
boods thus discriminated against shall refuse to 
accept a settiement on these terms, no one will 
biame them. In one case a holder who paid 100 
cents on the dollar for his bonds instead of get- 
ting 50 cents on the dollar finds that under this 
4 of the bill he will get only W cents.

Annual Report of the, Commander of

souri. 


Number and Disposition of Troops— 
Progress in Railroads and 
Agriculture. 

Practical Views of the Indian Ques- 
tion—Present Status of the 
Tribes. 


Gen. Sheridan has submitted his annual 
report to the General of the Army, and from 
the document the followmg extracts are 


taken: 

The Department of Texas and the Indian Ter- 
ritory were taken from the division Dec. 14, 
1880, on the organization of the division of the 
Gulf; and the post of Fort Elliott. Tex.. on Feb. 
4, 1841; but were restorea to the division on 
May 6, 1581, when the Divisiion,of the Gulf was 
abolished. 

To garrison these posts and furnish troops for 
active operations iu the field, there are in this 
division eight regiments of cavalry, twent 
regiments of infantry—tweilve companies o 


which are mounted—and. one battery of artil- ~ 


lery, aggreguting 14,076 officers and men, dis- 
tributed as follows: 

Department of Dakota— Two regiments of 
cavairy, 1.505; one regiment of  infastry, 
mounted, 435; six regimeuts of infantry. 2,545; 
total, 4.48. Department of the Platte 
Two regiments of cavalry, 25 
regiments of infantry, 1,160; total, 2. 
partment of the Missouri—Two regiments of cav- 
alry, 1,480; six regiments of infaatry—two com- 

anies of whicb are mounted—2,518; total, 3,973. 

partment of Texas—Two regiments of caval- 
ry, 1,440; one battery of artillery, W; four regi- 
ments of infantry, 1,725; total, 3,205. 

Although the Department of Dakota bas by far 
the largest number of Indiaus from whom bostile 
acts might be expected, these have been at 
peace during the past year,and seem to have 
made sume advancement in labor and in the 
cultivation of the soil at the different agencies. 
The exceedingly annoying condition of having 
a small body of our hostile Indians, with Sitting- 
Bull, just across the boundary line in British 
Columbia, das béen removed by the 
surrender of this head man. Nearly 
all of the ludians who clustered 
around him have come over with bim or iu ad- 
vance of bim, and bave submitted to the au- 
thority ot the Government. So long as this 
body of Indians remained across the line, they 
formed a nucleus with whom all dissatisfied or 
disuffected ones at the agencies could take 
refuge. For this reason I supported Gen. Tefry 
in bis efforts to get Sitting-Bull back, and 1 
think the resuits will be satisfactory. Although 
Sitrting- Bull was not much of a warrior, and had 
no prestige among Indians on that account, still 
be was stubborn in bis resistance to the Govern- 
ment reservation system, and naturaily had 
many adherents amongst the disaffected. His 
original. offense was his refusal to go to the 
reservation of his tribe—tne Uncapapas—at 
Standing Rock —he wanted to live wild. He was 
not 1— in that tribe, but was the leader ofa 
small band of about sixty lodges who held, with 
him, the same feelings of bitter opposition to- 
ward being civilized. He was in the outskirts of 
the gut with Custer, but not couspicuous, and 
shortly afterward struck out with bis small 
band for British Columbia, being subsequently 
followed, from necessity, by other bands of 
Sioux. I have seen in newspapers long accounts 
and narratives purporting to be descriptions of 
the Custer baitle, as related by Sitting- Bull, 
which had. iu my opinion, but little truth in 
thein, and historians are cautioned against re- 
ceiving them as correct. The Northern Chey- 
eunes and the Ogallala Sioux—the former under 
two or three of their principal chiefs, and the 
latter under Crazy Horse, as their leaders—did 
the tighting at the battle of the Little Horn, 
when Custer fell. 

With the exception of the incursions of In- 
dians and hualf- breeds belouging to British Co- 
lumbm, and their passing thrvugh the cuttie- 
herds of Muntana to kill buffalo south of the 
Missouri River, the condition of Indian affairs 
in the Department of Dakota bas been favora- 
bie during the past year. The eastern frontier 
settiements are rapidly passing westward, and a 
year or two will carry them forward until they 
meet the frontier of Montana, which is ad- 
vancing in this direction. The Nortuern Pa- 
cific Kailroad will be at Fort Keogh in Novem- 
ber, and will open up tine grazing and agri- 
cultural tands living on the Yellowstone and 
between it and the Big Horn Mountains, 
from which section the road will un- 
doubtediy reap «a rich reward. To Gen. 
Terry, for his good management, and to the 
troops who 80 faithfully served in the field, 
during the bitter weather of last winter. in col- 
lecting and bringing in bands of hostile Sioux 
who bad surrendered, | return my sincere 
thanks. In this connection, the services of Maj. 
Guido liges, Fifth Infantry, and his command, 
are especially deserving of commendation. 

In the Department of the Platte, no event of 
military importance bas occurred. The posts of 
Sheridan and Hartsulf bave been abandoned, 
baving fulfilled the purposes for which they 
were established. The post of Fort Niobrara 
hus been completed, and a new post has been lo- 
cated upon the new Ute Reservation, at the 
ne aay of the Duchesne and Green Rivers, in 
Jtab. Although they have bad plenty of time, 
the Uncumpabywre Utes, who were to to move to 
this vicinity from the Department of the 
Missouri, have not yet arrived at the new 
Agency appointed for them, on the east side of 
Green River, not far distant from the new post 
above-mentioned; nor have the White River 
Utea yet reacbed tne Uintab Reservation—the 
piace the Commissioners have selected for them 
as their future home. Hopes are, however, en- 
tertained that, before the first of the new year, 
both the Uucompahgre and the White River 
Utes will reach their respective destinations 
witbout serious trouble. Still. some fears are 
entertained that they may not go there, and this 
impression has 80 firmly settied itself in the 
mind of the Commission that, at the request of 
Commissioner Russell, the General of the Army 
has directed that the White River Utes be 
driven to the Uintab Agency. Lam afraid, how- 
ever, that but little can be done towards carrv- 
ing out this order before spring. and 
Will hope that better results will have ob- 
tained before that time. No one can form any 
idea, except by personal examination, of the 
rough and broken country of the Gunnison and 
White Kivera—the old home of the White River 
Utes—and I shall hope tor a peaceful solution 
and settlement of this complication without 
necessity for military operations. 

The cattle, mining. and agricultural interests 
have greatly increased in this department, espe- 
cially in the Territories of Utah and Wyoming, 
and in that part of Idaho belonging to it. Along 
the base of the sig Horn Mountains, especially 
west of Fort McKinney, beautiful tarms have 
sprung up; fields of wheat, oats, and bariecy, and 
hundreds of thousands of cattle are now found 
where, only two or three years ago, was the land 
of the Indians and the buffalo. 

The department has been economically ad- 
ministrated andthe condition of the service 
improved. At its ensuing session, Congress 
will be requested to make an appropriation fur 
the new post at the junction of the Duchesne 
and Green Rivers, in Utah, on the reservation 
selected for the future home of the Uncum- 
pabgre Utes. 

in the Departmeht of the Missouri, small 
raiding parties of Apache Indians—the remnant 
of Victorio’s band—joined by a few young men 
from the Mescalero Reservation—in all not to 
exceed sixty in number, caused widespread 
alurm and serious lose of human life in Soutb- 
ern New Mexico last winter. The band came in 
from Mexico, south of Fort Cummings, and, 
after making a raid of extraordinary boldness, re- 
crossed into Mexico near their point of en- 
trance. They killed a number of people, and, I 
am sorry to say, received but little punishment 
in return. This same band recntered Southern 
New Mexicoin July, and raided the same re- 
gion of country, killing Lieut. G. W. Smith, 
Ninth Calvary, and several people, and again 
escapiug into Mexico, without serious loss, so 
far as I have been able to learn from any official 
data at these headquarters. 1 would advise that, 
if possible, the consent of the Mexican Govern- 
ment be obtained for our troops to cross and 
catch this smali band of freebooters, or at least 
to break down the confidence with which the 
boundary line inspires them, in their ability to 
escape punishment. 

Little Chief's band of Northern Cheyennes in 
the Indian Territory, which gave some auxiet 
for a year or two past, has at last been sent bac 
to their friends in the North, the Sioux.

MINNEAPOLIS MILLERS. 


They Are Still Discussing the Propric- 
ty of Closing Their Milis for a Time. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribur-. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Nov. 8.—At the meeting 
of the Minneapolis Millers’ Association this 
morning the question of shutting down the 
inills was not broached. Itis the general 
opinion, however, that either by united ac- 
tion independent of the organization or by a 
decision which may be arrived at at some 
future meeting there will be a temporary 
suspension of operations. This will be 
necessary, because there will not be sufficient 
wheat to keep even that portion of the capaci- 
ty now engaged in operation through the en- 
tire winter. One member of a leading firm 
yesterday said: “The mills will probably 
shut down next week, and not,start up again 
until spring.”’ 

Another miller, to whom the remark was 
quoted, replied: ‘“ Don’t you believe it. 
There will be nothing of the kind. There is 
too much capital held up in those mills to al- 
low them to remain inactive all winter.“ He 
concluded the conversation by expressing the 
belief that there would be a cessation of op-
